The 
law also preserves these benefits 
for all veterans who served after 
Jan. 31, 1055 until they arc actual- 
ly used. \ 

Another provision eliminates 
the .5 per cent funding fee VA 
formerly required Post Korean 
veterans to pay oh guaranteed 
and direct home loans. 11 was em- 
phasized this provision docs not 
affect loans made, befo re Oct. 23, 
the date the bill was signed. 

The law also makes direct 
loans for specially adapted nous- 



*Provides that if a veteran or 
serviceman uses his mobile home 
loan entitlement, he may not oth- 
erwise, use his. $12,500 home loan 
entitlement until he has repatd 
the mobile home loan in full. 

♦Provides that VA may ap- 
prove loans up to a maximum of 
$10,000 for a mobile home, and up 
to $17,500 where a suitable lot to 
place the mobile home oh is 
purchased. 

♦Provides' that the VA may 
guarantee up to 30 per cent of the 
loan for a mobile home, but use 
of this guaranteed or direct; loan 
benefit does not reduce the veter- 
an's or serviceman's $12,500 guar- 
anty entitlement.

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Good Eye Safety 
Begins At Home 

Each year, thousands of children and adults 
have. accidents of one kind or another which re- 
sult in severe eye injury or -total 'loss of sight. 

The National Society for the* Prevention of 
Blindness states that while, many of these acci- 
dents are unavoidable, injuries can be minimized 
or prevented altogether if the proper precautions 
are taken. * 

The- Society's eye safety campaign empha- 
sizes several, points. , 

All eyeglasses, says the Society, . whether 
.they are for corrective purposes or are non-pre- 
scription sunglasses, should have lenses made of 
safety glass or shatter resistant plastic. .• 

These materials will not splinter, which can 
mean Uie difference' between little or no injury 
and serious' injury or blindness if the glasses are 
broken while being worn. This is especially im- 
portant in' children's glasses,' since a child's .ac- 
tive life presents so many possibilities. for falls 
and other accidents. But anyone who weal's glass- 
es for any reason is the potential victim of an eye 
accident and needs the protection of. safety 
glasses. 

Employes of industrial plants and chemical., 
laboratories must be particularly cautious where 
. their eyes are concerned, as the veiy nature of 
their work exposes them to numerous hazards. 

Hundreds of cases come to the Society's at- 
tention each year of individuals whose vision has 
been preserved because they took care to observe 
;their companies' safety regulations. 

The' sight of many hundreds more can be 
saved if these good examples, are followed. 

This is tru'e in'Sch'dbl workshops and labs. 

Thirty states now have special eye safety laws 

requiring that eye protection be worn in all school 

_shops-*and labs, where T the danger of-an- accident 

is always present. - "«■ 

Such laws can only be beneficial if stringent- 
ly implemented, and the Society strongly encour- 
. ages their strict jobservance. <S 

There are plenty of eye hazards to be found 
around the house, as well as at school arid work, 
and awareness of these dangers goes a long way 
towards -preventing injury.
